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1. GENERAL 

This Regulation provides for the establishment of Boards of Survey and pre- 
scribe* policies and procedures to be followed in toe investigation of and 
repenting on toe status or condition of U. S* Government property which has 
been lost to use by the Agency. 

2 . PURPOSE OF BOARDS OF SURVEY 

The purpose of Boards of Survey is to investigate, far toe convening authority, 
all facts and circumstances relative to the condition of toe property described 
in the survey; to determine the causes of damage, loss, or destruction; to 
recaaaend pecuniary liability or relief fro* accountability or responsibility; 
and to recoG&end appropriate accounting action sad disposition ©f the I tems 
involved, and in certain cases prescribed herein, tafee final action on Reports 
of Survey. 

3. REPORTS OF SURVEY 


a. 
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A Report of Survey will be required under the following circumstances; 

(1) When property is lost or cannot be accounted for (except for author- 
ised invento ry adjustment by an Accountable Officer as prescribed 

in R 


{2} When property is destroyed or damaged, or is found t© be wmserviee- 
able. (Exceptions to this requirement are made when the condition 
of such property is attributable to fair wear and tear, or is 
obviously not caused by fault or neglect of any individual, } 

(3) When property has been Msapproprlatad, misused, or disposed of in 
an imauthorlzed manner. 


b. Reports of Survey shal l detail the facte and circumstances surrounding 
the loss, destruction, or condition of property under survey.

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c. Reports of Survey vill be submitted by respcavsible individuals within 
thirty days after discovery of conditions requiring Reports of Survey. 

When this thirty-day period Is exceeded, an explanation vill be finished. 

Any unjustified delay in the sube&ssioa of a report vill be considered by 
the Board of Survey for any bearing It may have on the loss of the property.

8 . APPEAL 

In case© where pecuniary l i abi li t y is es tablish ed, the individual may appeal, 
in writing, to the Director of Central Intelligence, through the hesdqueurters 
Board of Survey within 60 toys after receipt of notification of liability. 
Board of Survey finding an individual liable shall inform him of his right to 
appeal at the time of notification of liability. 

9 • REPORT OF FINAL ACTION TAKES IS FIELD 

Accountable Officers will prepare one copy of each Report of Survey for trans- 
mittal to headquarters in all eases in which final action is taken in the 
domestic field. Copies will be accumulated and forwarded monthly to the Chief 
of Logistics through adminis trative charnels who win review these copies to 
determine compliance with the policies of this Regulation.
